No Reply Received From the Persian 
Government to the Recent

St. Petersburg.—As no reply has

At least, it was such until the ad-

The trouble is about the property 
4 the brother of the late Shah. The 
late Shah, who was deposed,, made 
his appearance in Persia and seemed 
to be strongly backed by Russia. He 
didn’t have very much success. His 
Lrother supported him, and the goy- 
ernment decided to confiscate the 
brother's property, which task was 
delegated to the ordinary gendarmes, 
who were under orders from Shuster. 
The force went to the estate of the ex- 
Shah's brother and were taking charge 
of the property, when the Russian con. 
sul intervened, and a dispute ensued 
‘The home government took up the 
case of the consul and demanded re- 
j paration from Persia, which up to the 
present time has not been granted.

Prelimiary Hearing of Portulo Hele. 
Before Magistrate A. L. 
Camcnson

tor Russell, addressing large audi- 
ences today, declared, “Divine Love 
is the eroatest thine in the Universe,” 
and by the close of his discourse his 
large audience seemed fully in agres- 
ment with his presentation. His 
text was, “That in tho ‘ges to coms 
He might show the exceeding riches 
of His grace in His loving kindness 
toward us in Chri-t Jesus.” (Ephe 
sians ii, 7.) He <a’d in part: 

Fol’owing in the footsteps of our 
fathers, who handed down to us our 
present day creeds, ws have mis- 
understood our gracious Creator 
We studied astronomy and declared 
the Creator Almighty; we studied 
geology and confirmed the decision. 
We studied zoology and anthropology 
and declared that the Creator was 
All-Wise. as we came to appreciate 
Him. We noted the adaptation of our 
various organs te our use and com 
fort—the hand. the foot, the eye, the 
ear, the circulatory system, the ner 
vous system, and the power of the 
will over these. 

We said to ourselves. truly man ‘s 
fearfully and wonderfully made, truly 
his Maker is a God infinite in wisdom 
and skill. We examined the subject 
of man's moral sense, and although 
we found it impwired we have been 
astonished to note how even the most 
selfish and depraved have an instinct 
of justice, a sense of right, whether 
they follow it or not. 

Then we said, Whence cam this 
noble principle of Ju-tice as the back- 
bone or moral quality in our race? 
The only reply was that in this par- 
ticular God originoHy created man in 
His own moral likeness, and that a 
measure of this moral quality hae 
persisted notwithstanding the fall 
through disobedience» into death and 
its consequent demoralization through 
sin and weakness 

Looking further we perceived that 
the noblest specimens of our race 
possess still other qualities closely 
associated with Justice, but outrank- 
ing it. The nob'e quality which over- 
tops all the rest we term Love. It is 
Love which mukes the heart tender, 
aympathetic, helpful and happy; it is 
Love that makes home, whether ex 
ercised in a palace or.a hovel. It is 
Tove which backs up Justice and 
insists that no ill shall be worked 
toward a neighbor. It is Love that 
is on the alert to assist by word or 
act all of those needing aid. It is 
Love that inspires us to the boldest 
acts of heroism. It is Love thit 
prompts the giving of time and 
strength, of means and even life itself 
on behalf of its object. 

All freely admit that Love is the 
greatest, the most blessed quality 
posssssed by humanity, and that 
without it even paradise con'd not 
bring happiness. We ask, Whence 
came this quality of Love, and from 
what fountain can we receive the 
fresh supplies so much needed by so 
many of our race? The answer is 
that the great Creator Himself is the 
Fountain. ‘God is love.” This All- 
Wise and All-Powerful and All-Just 
One is pre-eminently the “God of all 
grace,” “The Father of mercies,” 
“The Fountain of blessing.”

“Love Divine, all love excelling, 

Joy of heaven, to earth came down; 
Fix in us Thy humble dwelling, 

All Thy faithful mercies crown.” 


The ancients had the correct 
thought, that they had caught but a 
glimpse of the Divine character and 
its glory; hence their prayer, “Shcw 
me Thy glory."” The same should be 
our sentiment. In the clear light 
now shining upon God's Word we 
perceive that it will require the en. 
tire outworking of the Divine Plan 
of the Ages to illustrate or make 
known to humanity the real charactor 


of the Heavenly Father. Only the 
very few can by faith nccept the 
Divine promises and trust in their 


ultimate fulfilment and see far down 
into the future the full shining forth 
of God's character, perfect in its Wis- 
dom, Justice, Power and Love. 

We may not judge the infinite love 
in all respects by human comparison, 
but we may know that our difficulty 


in the matter is that the human 
comparisons can only imperfectly 
Tepres-nt the Infinite. We see the 


excavation or perhaps the foundation 
walls, or perhaps the first story of 4 
structure; but if we were to judge 
wholly by these imperfect parts it 
would be manifestly unfair and ve 
should be deceiving ourselves. The 
only way to judge of the builder's 
capacity and intentions would be to 
see the architectural drawing and to 
study the details—and then we may 
but very imperfectly appreciate the 
whole. Is it not thus in respect to 
the great Maker's present work and 
eitimele designs? The poet has well 
taid:— 


“Judge not the Lord by feeble sense, 
But trust Him for His grace, 
Behind a frowning providence 
He hides a smiling face. 


“iis purposes will ripen fast, 
Unfolding every hour; 

The bud may have a bitter taste, 
But sweet will be the Hower.” 


If we stand beside a greut sculptor 
w.th his treshly chosen block of mar 
ble, we may at first feel shocked to 
hote the wupparent roughness sand 
curelessness with which he smites eff 
large pieces of the stone, as though 
bent on its destruction. But le: 
patience have her perfect work, and 
gradually we will see that "he sculptor 
has not been careless or indifferent 
in respect to a sinule blow. 

All the while that he 
reckless he wus working according to 
the idew! before his own mind. With 
his mind's eye he saw hie ideal in 
the stone, and blow after blow, chip 
after chip merely revealed to our 
eyes what he bad purposed in him- 
self frm the bhevinning of his work 
Not until his work was finished coud 
we comnorchend fully the ideal. Is 
not this princinle still more true of 
our Creator? He tells us that He is 
“working all things according to the 
counsel of His own will.” which He 


seemed ae 


purposed in Himself “before the 
world was.” (Ephesians i, 1; iii, 
10, 11.)

Sir Jonathan Hutchinson, the great- 
est authority on the subject in Eng- 
land, in an interview with a repre- 
sentative, stated that there were 
never fewer than a hundred lepers 
in England, and there were probably 
50 in London at the present moment, 
it was impossible to say 
exactly. “Of course it is always 
carefully concealed by the patients,” 
he added, ‘and the medical men 
assist the concealment because of the 
popular prejudice aguinst it. The 
disease almost always occurs in peo- 
le who have been abroad and have 
ived in what are known as leper 
districts. These areas are not by any 
means always in the tropics. No 
modern case of indigenous leprosy 
is known in England, although they 
turn up now and then, curiously | 
enough, in Ireland. I have never, 
myself, seen a case.’ 

In Sir Jonathan's view the more 
frequent occurrences of the scourge 
in Roman Catholic countries is due. 
to the larger consumption of fish, 
which, if it be not perfectly fresh or 
thoroughly cured, is the cause of the 
ailment the world over.

office. He has quite recovered. 

“Are there many recoveries?” “Yes, 
a great many. If the patient be re- 
moved to good environment he very 
often recovers. My hypothesis is_ 
that it is a species of tuberculosis, | 
and there are very many recoveries 
from that. Leprosy must have prac- 
tically died in England, because since 
the 16th century there has been less 
and less fish eating of any kind; it 
is not contagious, I have sat in leper 
houses and talked with lepers, but I 
have never taken the disease, and in 
not one of our Eng cases have we 
ever had any contagion. Some scien- 
tists regard it as infectious, but there 
is no proof of that. It cannot be 
inoculated. For myself, I have never 
taken any precautions against it.” 

Leprosy is said by some to have 
been introduced into England by the 
Normans, but ag tira for lepers 
were in existence before the battle 
of Hastings. Leprosy has been prac- 
tically absent from England since | 
Elizabeth's reign. The leper win- 
dows to be seen in ancient churches 
still attest the grip which the disease 
once had on England, lepers being 
severely separated from the rest of 
the community, a separation which 
extended even to ecclesiastical mat- 
ters. Though its ravages were great- 
er among the poorer classes, it was 
not unknown among the nobility 
and gentry, and Robert the Bruce, 
‘victor of Bannockburn, succumbed to 
it in 1329,

The 
same element has contributed in large 
measure to the remarkable results <>- 
cured by the cavalry corps recruited 
in the prairie provinces since auton- 
omy introduced the militia to the 
Northwest, where previously the only 
searlet jackets were th worn by 
the “Riders of the Plains,” the Roya! 
Northwest Mounted Po‘ice. 

The 16th Light Horse Mounted Ca- 
dets wear smart khaki kits, with stiff 
brimmed sombreros, carry the regu'a- 
tion rifle, and uss regulation saldlery 
loaned for the encampments by the 
parent corps.

GET THE HABIT 


Town Council Meeting 


Strathmore's municipal fathers 
gathered round the table at the Fire 
Hall on Tuesday evening, and had 
a talkfest extending over three 
hours, a full muster of councilmen 
being present, with the Mayor pre- 
siding, and four members of the 
public attending the proceedings. 
It is rather a pity that more mem- 
bers of the public do not attend the 
Council meetings. It would make 
the Council feel that their labors 
were appreciated, 

THE HALL RENT 


About one hour and a half was 
spent discussing a qnestion which 
has occupied a whole lot of time at 
former meetings, namely the tre- 
mendously important one of whether 
the Council should make a charge 
of $1.00 per night for the use of the 


hall to the various bodies, such as 
the band, the dramatic society, 
Farmers Union, board of Trade, 


etc, Itwas finally agreed to res- 
cind the motion making a charge, 
and to allow the hall free with the 
permission of the council. A_ sigh 
of relief escaped when the decision 
was made, and it is hoped that the 
bogey is laid at last, and more time 
allowed for other subjects which 
will crop up in the uear future, 

{twas Dr Girvin who brought 
the subject up, and said that the 
charge was an uujust one, as all the 
bodies using the hall at present 
were not moneymaking ones, and 
that they all existed for the benelit 
of the town and district. In the 
case of the band, the charge would 
mean an annual charge of $100, 
and he questioned if the band could 
stand that. 

A L Clemens thought that the 
charge was allright, and that the 
hall being the ratepayers property, 
they ought to make a charge for it 
to all except the Boy Scouts. He 
did not see why the other bodies 
should not pay their way. 

Dr Girvin said that all the bodies 
existing at the present time were 
for the good of the town, and ought 
to have public support. 

Finally it was moved by Dr Gir- 
vin, seconded by W E Brown, that 
the motions under dates October 
3 and 17 regarding fees to be 
charged for the use of the hall be 
hereby reescinded. Carried. 

Another motion, moved = and 
seconded by the same two Council- 
lors, was carried:-That beginning 
December 1, the Sanitary Inspector 
be paid $25 per month, his duties 
to include cleaning of the public 
hall, and that a bylaw be passed to 
that effect. Carried. 

BYLAWS 

A bylaw imposing a poll-tax of 

$2, was read and passed into effect,

This was all the business. 

There are a big number of by- 
laws still to be passed into effect, 
but once this is done, the council 
will be able to see its way ahead to 
do something inthe way of public 
improvements in readiness for the 
spring. 


Fire at Maple Leaf Hotel 


Guests at the Maple Leaf Hotel 
on Third Street were awakened on 
Friday morning about one o'clock 
by the continuous ringing of the 
fire alarm, and on opening their bed- 
room doors were coufronted by a 
suffocating smoke, which filled all 
the corridors and made exit difficult 
Some of the people ran to the front 
balcony, and flung their trunks and 
valuables overboard, and others got 
out by the side entrances. Several 
made an exit by climbing down the 
balcony supports. 

In the meantime the bell at the 
Fire Hall had been rung, and a 
large number of people were on the 
scenein a very short time. The 
two fire engines and the water tank 
were quickly on the scene, and after 
an hour’s hard work the fire seemed 
to be quelled. The work was at- 
tended with much difficulty in the 
earlier stages, as the origion of the 
fire was in the basement, and it was 
extremely difficult to get in there 
owing to the smoke. The fire had 
also spread up the partition to the 
first floor, and it was only atter the 
greater part of the wall had been 
torn down that it was extinguished 

Shortly after two o'clock the en- 
gines were taken back to the fire 
hall, but hardly were they in when 
the alarm resounded again. This 
time the fire was in the second 
storey, and the well there had also 
to be torn open so that it could be 


got at. Again the fire chemicals 
were successful, but a vigilant 


watch was kept all night in case of 
a further outbreak. 

The two engines worked splen- 
didly, and the men who served ther 
did their work well. Conspicuous 
among the . firefighters were Con- 
stable Stanley, Messrs Jos Van 
Tighem, Geo Lloyd and others. 
Credit is also due to Mr Tom Swan 
for the prompt way he had his team 
hitched to the water tank and driven 
to the scene of the fire. 

The damage, which was confined 
to the front part of the hotel, will 
amount to several hundred dollars, 
though it is impossible accurately 
to estimate the damage done to the 
stcck of cigars, etc., in the base- 
ment. 

The origin of the fire is not de- 
finitely known, but it started some- 
where near the furnace. 

One man was caught by Constable 
Stanley in the act of pillaging the 
stock in the basement. Quite a lot 
of damage was done to articles, 


such as trunks, etc., thrown out of’ the new settlers.
